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A Season of Worship

Friday, the final act in the divine drama 
which won redemption for men, is at once the 
most important and the most sacred of all 
Christian festivals. 

It is the most important of all festivals 
because its significance is the vary essence 
of the Christian faith. It is the most sacred 
of all festivals because it commemorates 
those events by which the divinity of Christ 
was established beyond question, and im- 
mortality made accessible to those who be- 
lieve in Him. 

Baster, then, is preeminently a season 
of worship. And if it is also a season of 
sartorial finery and gayety and color and re- 
joicing, these things are fitting, too, because, 
if one preserves the right attitude of mind, 
even a new hat can be a symbol of worship 

Surely the occasion of Christ's overcom- 
ing the world is not a time for long faces 
and sackcloth and ashes. 

Easter is a season of worship. But so 
is any other season in the Church year. 
That is something that many people who 
profess to be Christians frequently forget. 

They forget that the first business of 
the Church and of Christians is the worship 
of God, and they go to Church, not to give 
something to God, but to 
for themselves. 

And if they don’t get something for 
themselves, they are disappointed and be- 
gin to believe in the Church’s failure. Per- 
haps they found the service dull. Perhaps 
the sermon failed to give them the desired 
emotional or intellectual “kick.” So they 
go away feeling that the Church has nothing 
for them and that they might as well stay 
awey. 

If that is why people go to Church—to 
get something for themselves—they might 
perhaps, just as well stay away. 

For while the Church does emphatically 
confer the greatest gifts conceivable upon 
Christians, as, for instance, the gifts inherent 
in Baster, the Christian should go to Church, 
primarily, to offer up to the Almighty that 
praise and gratitude and love which at- 
tune the human spirit te Himself. 

Easter enriches the human soul pro- 
portionately as the human soul under- 
stands its significance. Those who do 
derstand the meaning of Easter can only 
express their understanding in terms, not 
of a parade of vanity, but of profound grat- 
itude to God who was made man. 


Who Is Going to Pay? 


Every person in Canada, in the United 


States, in Great Britain, and in most of the |

Germany, They would do this in two ways 
First by losing any worth while chance 
ef collecting some reparations for them- 
welves.

ver an indefinite period—as they are do- 
tng at this moment

Football Pools Big Business 


LONDON, April 5—More 
than three billion dollars— 
almost the equivalent of the 
last US loan to Britain—are 
wagered in the British Isles 
annually through football 
pools. 

Football pools, a national 
ime prior to World War II, are 
ow taking so great a share in 
Britain's general boom in sports 
that they have become the seventh 
largest industry in the country 

Betting on football through the 


pas- 


pools has captured the enthusiasm | 


of all members of the family more 
than any other form of gambling, 
but the total betting pool, includ- 
ing horseracing, greyhound rac- 
ing, and football, nears seven bil- 
lions. 

MORE THAN 75,000 persons are 
employed regularly by football 
parks, another 25,000 as part-time 
workers. 

All betting is done through the 
mails by coupon. The  bettor 
marks his coupon with symbols; 
“1” means the home team is ex- 
pected to win, “2” predicts a win 
for the visitors, and “x” foretells 
a draw,

reached the proportions of the 
present football pools. Coupon 
traffic now composes such a sig- 


nificant fraction of the mails, foot-

With the end of the war, the 
post-war problems come crowding

ONE OF THESE was the shortage 
of nurses on an ever increasing 
seale—solved in part by the estab- 
lishment in September 1945, of the 
Nurses Placement Service of Al- 
berta, and headed by attractive 
Miss Margaret Cogswell 

On Tuesday Miss Cogswell moved 
her Alberta headquarters to cen- 
trally-located National Employment 
Service offices at 10013 101A ave- 
nue, and dived into her work with 
new, fresh vigor 

Schoo! teacher, trained nurse and 
university graduate, Miss Cogswell, 
whose groomed good looks belittle 
her years of administrative train- 
ing, is a happy choice for a place- 
ment and counselling service which 


hopes to unknot the trained labor |

What is more important, she is in- 

tensely enthusiastic about her job. 

“IN ALBERTA, THERE ARE 200 

vacancies in all types of nursing,” 

Miss Cogswell revealed. “Mostly we 

need nurses for hospitals, general 

duty nurses. But we also need 14 
teachers, have several openings for 
hospital superintendents, and many 
openings for public health nursing 
| She finds that a great many of 
the nursing sisters who served over- 
seas, on return to Canada, have 
preferred entering public health 
fields rather than hospitals, des- 
pite the fact that pay has recently 
increased in hospitals, particularly 
in the smaller ones. At the Uni- 
versity of Alberta there are 27 nur- 
ses taking a post-graduate course 
in public health, she said. 

In order to do a first-rate job, 
the nursing placement director per- 
sonally visited 80 provincial hospit- 
als, reaching an area from Notike- 
win (north) to Cardston. On these 
trips she interviewed nurses, held 
meetings and collected information 
on the size and types of service to 
enable nurses seeking employment 
to gain the type of position for 
which they are best fitted 

MISS COGSWELL ALSO check- 
ed medica! clinics, and medical of- 


fices. Personal information about 
nurses, their academic qualificat 
ions, and references are all care- 


fully tabulated by the director, for 
the aid of emplovers 
Co-operation of the hospital 
staffs in these matters is wonder- 
ful, she said, adding, “I wish we 
could help them as much!” 
Financed by the Alberta Associat- 
ion of Registered Nurses and the 
Associated Hospitals of Alberta, 
the service attempts to give use- 
ful advice to nurses seeking in- 
formation on where to enroll in 
post-graduate courses, and to direct 
high schoo! students intrigued with 
the future career of caring for the 
sick, just where to get their nur-

KNOWLEDGE—GARDEN MARK 


To enable them to know just 
where they have planted their 
seed some gardeners place a 
stick in the ground and on top 


of this they set the packet in which 
the seeds were originally contained 


This system has its disadvantages 


Rain may soak the packet on the 
stick until it is impossible to make 
out any printing on it. Or else a 
gust of wind may carry off the 
packet. It is easy to make wooden 
seed-markers that will remain stur- 
dily on duty until it is time to re- 
move them 

The first mark that we are go- 
ing to describe is simple but ef- 
fective. It to be made from a

There is another type of marker 
that is particularly suitable 
it is to be of a permanent nature. 
For this you will need a cylin- 
drical stick from one and a half 
to two inches square 

Draw diagonals on two of the op- 
posite sides of the block ‘EB and 
GD in Figure 3). Then saw the 
block into two segments, or parts— 
ACBDEG and BDFHEG, in fig- 
ure 3.

A hole is to be made in each 
segment with a gimlet or other bor- 
ing tool at the place indicated in 
Figure 4.
